When Skeletons Come Out of the Closets, When Chickens Come 
Home to Roost. When God’s Record Books Are Opened and Sin- 
ners Receive Their Wages: When The Doomed and Damned Are 
Dragged Out of Hell To Face Christ on the Throne: When Every 
Knee Shall Bow and Every Tongue Shall Confess To:God! 


The first chapter of Revelation 
is introduction, and chapters two 
and three are the messages to the 
seven churches. These seven are 
evidently typical of the congrega- 
tions of Christians through the 
ages until the second coming of 
Christ. Then the fourth chapter 
of Revelation begins by symbol- 
izing the rapture of the saints, a 
door opened in Heaven, a voice 
saying, “Come up hither,” and the 
saints caught up to meet the Lord 
in the air as John was in spirit 
caught up when he saw the “things 
which must be hereafter.” 


After picturing the rise of the 
Man of Sin, the plagues of the 
great tribulation, and the world- 
wide ruin wrought under the rule 
of this “beast” or Antichrist, the 
climax comes in the nineteenth 
chapter when Christ is pictured re- 
turning to earth with saints and 
angels, crowned with many crowns, 
King of Kings and Lord of Lords. 
Then comes the mighty battle of 
Armageddon when the armies of 
the beast, 200 million men (Rev. 
9:16), are slaughtered and only 
two, the Antichrist or beast, him- 
self, and his false prophet, are not 
killed. These two are cast alive 
with physical bodies into the lake 
of fire. 

Now .we come to the twentieth 
chapter of Revelation where is pic- 
tured the last judgment of the un- 
saved dead. 


Do not miss a word of this chap- 
ter. Read it prayerfully now and 
we will refer to it repeatedly. 

"And | saw an angel come down 
from heaven, having the key of 
the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. 

"2. And he laid hold on the 
dragon, that old serpent, which is 
the Devil, and Satan, and bound 
him a thousand years. 


"3. And cast him into the bot- 
tomless pit, and shut him up, and 
set a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till 
the thousand years should be ful- 
filled: and after that he must be 
loosed a little season. 


J 


millennial reign of Christ on earth 
Satan will be bound in the bottom- 
less pit to deceive no one until the 
thousand years are finished and 
then he will be loosed only for a 
little season to cause only one re- 
bellion. 


"And | saw thrones, and they 
sat upon them, and judgment was 
given unto them: and | saw the 
souls of them that were beheaded 
for the witness of Jesus and for 
the word of God and which had 
not worshipped the beast neither 
his image neither had received his 
mark upon their foreheads or in 
their hands; and they lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand 
years. 


"5. But the rest of the dead 
lived not again until the thousand 
years were finished. This is the 
first resurrection. 


"6. Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: 
on such the second death hath no 
power but they shall be priests 
of God and of Christ and shall 


reign with him a thousand years.” 


Here at the beginning of the 
thousand years’ reign there are 
thrones on the earth and people 
reigning. Christ, of course, will 
reign on David's throne at Jeru- 
salem. The apostles will sit on 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel, and other saints 
of God will reign in various ca- 
pacities. The saints pictured in 
Heaven, in Revelation 5:10 praise 
Christ saying, “And hast made us 
unto our God kings and priests: 
and we shall reign on the earth.” 
And with the saints of this present 
age others will reign too; those 
converted during the great tribu- 
lation, after the rapture of the 
saints. Some who will be beheaded 
by the Antichrist becauge.of their 
witness for Jesus and because they 
will not take the mark of the 
beast, will die and when Jesus 
returns to reign, be resurrected 
and reign “with Christ a thousand 
yearsa’ Verse 5 is very important.

One of the most courteous per- 
sons we have met during the Ponca 
City revival was a young Indian 
man who lives at Kaw City, some 
twenty miles away. Several of us 
in a late night prayer meeting had 
agreed to pray that God would 
help us-each to win one soul each 
the next day. Burdened, we took 
a Bible and went out to seek for 
sinners. Some boys and young men 
selling firecrackers seemed like 
prospects, but they were absorbed, 
enthusiastic, rowdy. There seemed 
little chance to talk to them about 
the Saviour. The barber to whom 
we had previously talked and who 
was concerned, was not in. 
Prayerfully we walked the street 
and waited until God would lead 
to the right person. Then we met 
this young Indian. He was intelli- 
gent, open minded, interested. He 
was gracious, not gospel hardened 
as sO many sinners are. Doubtless, 
Indians are neglected as are other 
racial groups besides our own. 
When I talked about Christ dying 


on the cross for sinners, he said, 
“Yes. I know about that—I saw 


something about it in the picture 
show.” That was a strange answer 
but we thanked God that through 
a moving picture, probably “The 
King of Kings” or “Ben Hur,” the 
mind and heart of this young man 
was prepared to hear the gospel. 
Pictures have done so much sin, 
but God overcame them in this 
case to His glory. He readily ad- 
mitted that all of us were sin- 
ners, that all needed forgiveness, 
that there is a Creator whom all 
of us must meet. When I offered 


to show him the best loved verse 
in the Bible, he eagerly read with 
me John 3:16 and we discussed it 
together. He asked me questions 
and answered my queries. We stood 
in the shade by a dry good’s win- 
dow as he was brought face to 
face with the personal Saviour and 
I saw that the gospel had struck 
home. Then I said, “You live 
twenty miles away and I live in 
Dallas. We may never see each 
other again on earth, but I am 
going to Heaven for I have tru8ted 
Christ and He has forgiven me. 
Now I want to know whether you 
will trust the same Saviour with 
all your heart and agree, in the 
sight of God, to depend on Him 
to take you to Heaven where we 
can see each other again?” Eager- 
ly and gladly he seized my hand. 
Further questions seemed to in- 
dicate that the dear Lord had 
opened his heart to the gospel. 
Then the companion he was wait- 
ing for came by. He took my book- 
let on “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” for further reading and 
instruction, called me by name 
most courteously and went his 
way. May God open the minds and 
hearts of the Indians to receive 
the gospel and send them mes- 
sengers while they may be 
reached! God forgive us for leav- 
ing them to the picture shows for 
all they know about the gospel!

trouble. The pastor says, “Now 
I have asked you to meet me here 
that we might pray together and 
find peace and harmony. I am will- 
ing to do anything in the world 
to make it right if I have wronged 
any one here. I love you and pray 
for you. Suppose you simply tell 
any way you have been grieved or 
hurt. If there is anything I can 
do, I will, and then we will pray 
together.”” A woman speaks first, 
a good woman, useful, but in this 
case she has been misled and some- 
one else has prejudiced her mind. 
Her words are sad yet hopeful, bit- 
ter and then sweet. She is strug- 
gling to find the will of God. She 
has prayed this morning in her 
home and God has given assur- 
ance He will straighten the whole 
matter up this very day. Yet she 
finds it hard, like all of us do, to 
dismiss her grievance. She thought 
She was discriminated against; 
thought she was ignored and 
wronged. 

A man speaks. He admits he has 
hate in his heart. He weeps as he 
tells how he has been so angry 
that he cannot have any peace or 
joy. He loves the church and has 
greatly loved the pastor. But his 
affection for another preacher who 
stayed for a little while had led 
him into misunderstanding. Yet 
impulsively he says that there is 
noeuse, he cannot go on. Quietly 
the Evangelist puts in a word and 
reminds our brother that he can- 
not expect to have his. own sins 
forgiven if he does not forgive — 
that it means being laid on the 
shelf and an end to his usefulness 
if he cannot get grudges and un- 
forgiveness out of his heart. He 
igs ready to go away in bitterness 
but his wife pleads, kneels down 
and begins to pray. The pastor, 
with a loving voice and courteous 
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| Christians to get together. 


gentleness reminds him of hours 
of prayer they have had together, 
of how he has*stood by the young 
preacher, loved him, prayed for 
him, helped him. A neighbor wom- 
an with tears running down her 
face, lays her hand upon his arm 
and says, “You know how we love 
you and you must get this settled 
tonight.” Before long all of us 
are on our faces and the pastor 
prays with such tears, such bur- 
den, such tenderness and love. He 
asks forgiveness for himself for 
any wrong, any lack of wisdom, 
any error. One prays and then 
another and all of us weep to- 
gether. Little by little the Holy 
Spirit of God uses tears to wash 
away all the bitterness. When the 
prayers are over, the offended 
brother says, “I guess I have been 
out of the will of God. If I have 
misjudged you, £ have been too 
mean to ask you to forgive me. It 
is too much to ask of any man 
after all I have said about you.” 
But the pastor puts his arms 
around the brother, they weep to- 
gether and shake hands. After a 
bit all of us together shake hands 
and rejoice and wipe away our 
tears. Then we pray for the re- 
vival and go. The next night each 
is in his place, the young preacher 
ig earnestly trying to win souls, 
his wife, with a beautiful voice, 
sings in the choir and plans teach- 
ing her Sunday School class next 
Sunday. 


Brethren, this is one way for 
Every- 
where there are burdens enough, 
sorrows enough, sins enough, mis- 
understandings enough to split the 
churches, ruin the ministry, divide 
Christians and disgust sinners, but 
love and prayer and confession and 
forgiveness when saints get to- 
gether will give the Bible evidence 
that we are Christians. “By this 
shall all men know that ye are 
my, disciples, if ye have love one 
to another.” Jesus said, “Agree 
with thine adversary quickly, 
whiles thou art in the way with 
him” (Matt. 5:25). Again He said, 
“Therefore if thou bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there remember- 
est that thy brother hath ought 
against thee; Leave there thy gift 
before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother, 
and then come and offer thy gift’ 
(Matt. 5:23, 24). Again He said, 
“And when ye stand praying, for- 
give, if ye have ought against any: 
that your Father also which is in 
heaven may forgive you your tres- 
passes. But if ye do not forgive, 
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neither will your Father which is 
in heaven forgive your trespasses’”’ 
(Mark 11:25, 26). 


Fireworks are booming, cracking 
and flashing all around us for it 
is the fourth of July and in Ponca 
City that means celebration. Even 
if it is Sunday in this wicked lit- 
tle town, soaring skyrockets, flash- 
ing Roman candles, cracking tor- 
pedoes and firecrackers flash in the 
eyes and boom in the ears cf the 
open air revival crowd. We have 
Prayer that God will give the at- 
tention of the people. Strangely 
and blessedly the interest begins 
to center in what the preacher is 
saying. Burning eyes, convicted 
faeces and breathless attention show 
how the spirit of God is moving 
people’s hearts. Then comes the 
invitation and not a person leaves. 
Two weeping women hold hands 
for prayer. They come almost at 
once when the invitation is given, 
to surrender to Christ. Then a 
fifteen year old boy likewise, with 
tears. His mother praises the Lord 
aloud. “If God be for us who can 
be against us?” We are told to 
sow beside ALL waters. We are to 
preach the Word and be instant 
in season and out of season. It 
seems out of season and the soil 
seems rocky, but God has souls to 
save. Praise His name! 


Another night: Away at the 
back of the congregation a young 
woman, attractive in face and 
form, holds her hand for prayer. 
They came in late, this tall young 
man and his blond, attractive wife 
with beautiful hair. Her face is 
sober more and more throughout 
the sermon on “Watching Jesus 
On the Cross.” When the invi- 
tation is given she turns to her 
husband and said, “Let’s go!” He 
shakes hig head. She comes im- 
mediately out to the aisle and down 
the long aisle to the front, weep- 
ing. She says to the preacher, “I 
am a backslider but I want to live 
for Christ again. I want to come 
back to Him tonight!” 
gone with her husband to the 
dances and her light had been 
under a bushel. But before the 
friends can come to rejoice with 
her and weep with her in her joy, 
her husband is coming down the 
aisle, too, to take Christ as Sav- 
iour. How happy they are to- 
gether! How sweet is a woman’s 
influence when it is used for good! 
It is sad when a Christian sells out 
to sin and puts the light under a 
bushel. Christian, come out bold- 
ly for Christ today and lead those 
who are dear to you to Him. 


Only God can measure the in- 
flwence of the gospel radio services 
when they are carried on in the 
power of the Spirit and with plain 
Bible teaching and fervent exhor- 
tation. A woman writes, “I am not 
a Christian, but I am interested. 
I should like very much to have 
your booklet on “What Must I Do 
to Be Saved?”

It is Sunday morning —a time 
of consecration and tears and con- 
fession and forgiveness. A long 
line of people file by to shake the 
hand of the pastor and the evan- 
gelist and dedicate themselves 
anew to fruitbearing and Christian 
love as they undertake to “abide 
in Christ.” From Covington, Ok- 
lahoma, some sixty miles away, 


|©omes a happy faced man with 


gray hair. As he takes the evan- 
gelist’s hand he says, “Brother 
Rice, you never knew it but you 
are the man who put me on the 
right track. I heard you on the 
radio from Fort Worth years ago 
and trusted the Saviour.” Well, 
says the Scripture, “Cast thy bread 
upon the waters: for thou shalt 
find it after many days” (Eccl. 
11:1). Only when rewards are giv- 
en in Heaven will any faithful 
minister know the wages he re- 
ceives. for his labors and all the 
rejoicing over his sheaves! 
How pleasant it is to meet Chris- 
tian brethren that have attended 
the revival from various towns, 
Covington, Stillwater, Tonkawa, 
Hillsdale, Buffalo, Miami, Black-

THE LAST ~ JUDGMENT 
OF THE UNSAVED DEAD 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 


“The rest of the dead lived not 
again until the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first res- 
urrection.” This proves there are 
two resurrections. Those who re- 
turn with Christ from Heaven to 
reign on the earth, plus those who 
are converted during the tribula- 
tion period, are all in “THE FIRST 
RESURRECTION.” The rest of 
the dead, that is, the unsaved peo- 
ple, will be in THE SECOND RES- 
URRECTION but that will be a 
thousand years later. This distinc- 
tion is clearly made here and you 
should never forget it. The saved 
people wili be in the first resur- 
rection, The lost people will all 
be in the second resurrection. The 
first resurrection comes before the 
thousand years’ reign of Christ on 
earth or at its beginning, while the 
Second resurrection of the unsaved 
dead takes place at the close of 
the thousand years’ reign on earth. 
Verse 6 plainly says that it is a 
blessed thing to have part in the 
since none of 
these will go to the second death. 

You may have heard talk about 
a “general resurrection,” but the 
Bible never uses that term. There 
is no “general resurrection.” There 
are two resurrections, entirely sep- 
arate, one thousand years apart in 
time. The first resurrection of 
saved people; the second resur- 
rection of lost people. All those 
in the first resurrection are saved 
and all those in the second resur- 
rection are judged according to 
their sins and sent forever into the 
lake of fire. 

Verses 7 to 10 tell us that When 
the thousand years are expired, 
Satan will be loosed a little season 
and cause a great rebellion and 
then will be cast forever into the 
lake of fire. 


The Great White Throne 


Judgment 
Now read verses 11 to 15. 


‘And | saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heavens 
fled away; and there was found no 
place for them. 

"12. And | saw the dead, small 
and great, stand before God; and 
the books were opened; and an- 
other book was opened, which is 
the book of life: and the dead 
were judged out of, those things 
which were written in the books, 
according to their works. 

"13. And the sea gave up the 
dead which were in it; and death 
and hell delivered up the dead 
which were in them; and they were 
judged every man according to 
their works. 

"14. And death and hell were 
cast into the lake of fire. This is 
the second death. 

"15. And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire." 


This is after the thousand years 
are expired, the Scripture says. 

You will notice that this is not 
the only judgment but this is the 
last judgment. When Christians 
are caught up to meet Christ in 
the air, then we must all stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ 
and saved people will be rewarded 
according to their works. Salva- 
tion is free and then after God 
gives us salvation free, He rewards 
us in addition, according to our 
works. In that judgment in Heav- 
en none but Christians will take 
part. Then when Christ returns 
to the earth and sits on the throne 
of His glory we are told that all 
nations shall be gathered before 
Him and He will separate them as 
a shepherd divides the sheep from 
the goats. That is described —in 
Matthew 25:31-46,-and Jesus, ex- 
plaining the parables of the tares, 
(Matt.. 13) mentions the same 
judgment. Remember, that judg- 


+ment is at the beginning of the 


thousand years’ reign, a judgment 
of the living on earth. In that 
judgment will be the Gentile 
“sheep” (Christians), Gentile 
“goats” (lost people) and the 
“prethren,” that is, Jews. It will 
be a judgment of the people left 
alive on the earth after the battle 
of Armageddon. That judgment of 
Matt. 25 is at the first of the thou- 


sand years’ reign, remember. This 
great white throne judgment we 
have just read about in Revela- 
tion 20:11-15 is at the close of the 
thousand years’ reign. They are 
nut the same. The judgment of tuc 
living nations on earth will take 
place with Jesus sitting on His 
throne at Jerusalem, the throne of 
His glory. This judgment in Rev- 
elation, the last judgment of the 


unsaved dead, will take place away, 


out in space, with Christ sitting 
upon a great white throne and with 
earth and heaven fled away from 
the face of Christ. Matt. 25 speaks 
of Christ judging the living, but 
Rev. 20 tells of the later judg- 
ment of the dead. 


"And | Saw the Dead, Small and 
Great, Stand Before God!" 


Remember that these are the 
dead. For a thousand years their 
ashes have been trodden under feet 
during the reign of Christ on earth. 
All these in this judgment are 
lost people. Not a single person 
who was ever born again will be 
judged in this judgment. It is a 
judgement of the “dead” and at 
this time all the saints of God will 


have been resurrected a thousand ‘ 


years before. 

Christians, to be sure, will be 
present, but will not be judged. 
They will be present only as wit- 
nesses. Remember that Jesus said, 
“The men of Nineveh shall rise in 
judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it: because they re- 
pented at the preaching of Jonas; 
and, behold, a greater than Jonas 
is here” (Matt. 12:41). The peo- 


ple of Nineveh who repented and. 


were saved will be witnesses 
against others. So other Christians 
will be present as witnesses 
against every sinner who rejected 
Christ. I will give testimony in 
that day against every sinner who 
ever heard me preach, every care- 
less one to whom I spoke about his 
soul or handed a tract. The moth- 
er in that day will be for Christ 


and against her own son and will ° 


witness to her tears and plead- 
ings which he rejected. Chris- 
tians will be present but will not 
be judged in this judgment. Itisa 
judgment of the unsaved dead, 
with spirits brought back from 
Hell, with bodies brought out of 
the graves. This is the second res- 
urrection and all these will stand 
before God to be judged. 


Notice that both “the small and ~ 


great” stand before God. There 
will be no partiality in this court. 
In human courts many can hire 
shrewd lawyers. Sometimes a wit- 
hess or a juror can be bribed. 
Often a witness is dead or cannot 
be obtained or evidence is over-

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looked. Shrewd, crooked lawyers 
can get a case postponed or by 
technicality can defeat or post- 
pone justice. But when the sinner 
comes out of Hell to stand before 
God, the great and small are alike 
in His: terrible presence. Sinner, 
you may be big or important or 
smart. You may have ‘gotten by”’ 
with sin for a long time, but I 
remind you that you must one day 
stand before God whether you are 
great or small! 

You remember that we are plain- 
ly told in Romans 14:11, “As I 
live, saith the Lord, every knee 
shall bow to me, and every tongue 
shall confess to God.” Paul, in this 
verse in Romans, is quoting from 
Isaiah 45:23. “Hvery knee _ shall 
bow to me, and every tongue shall 
confess to God.’”’ So every lost soul 
must appear before God in the 
physical body, with a knee to bow 
and with a tongue to confess to 
God. This is part of the exalta- 
tion of Jesus Christ for Philip- 
pians 2:9-11 says, 


"Wherefore God also hath high- 


ly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name; 


"That at the name of Jesus ev- 
ery knee should bow, of things in 
heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth; 


law!” For every sinner who will 
be dragged out of Hell to this last 
judgment,.Jesus died. To every one 
of them He was offering salvation. 
Their sins Were paid ior on the 
cross. We are told that “he is the 
propitiation for our sins: and not 
for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world” (I John 
2:2). With what agony! what 
love! what mercy! Jesus provided 
the way of escape for these sin- 
hers, at infinite cost to Himself! 
He did not want them to come to 
this place of judgment. “Ag I live, 
saith the Lord God, I have no 
pleasure in the death of the wick- 
ed” (Ezek. 33:11). Again We are 
told that He is “not willing that 
any should perish, but that all 
Should come to repentance” (II 
Pet. 3:9). Jesus came into the 
world, not to condemn the world, 
but that the world through Him 
might be saved. All these have 
come to this awful moment be- 
cause they would not take mercy 
when it was offered, they would 
not heed when they were called, 
they would not receive the salva- 
tion that was offered. To all these 
Jesus longed to be Saviour. Since 
they would not receive Him as 
Saviour now they must face Him 
as Judge. 


Well I know, dear reader, that 


“And that every tongue should | 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, | 


to the glory of God the Father.’ | ee pata f 


This Scripture certainly means 
that every angel in Heaven and all 
the saved who are reigning with 
Christ on earth and all the con- 
demned sinners in Hell, “under the 
earth” will be compelled to bow 
in humility and confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord. They will not love 
Jesus, they will not trust Him for 
salvation, and it will be too late 
for them to be saved. But the stiff 
knee of every rebellious .and 
Christ-rejecting sinner will bow 
before Jesus Christ in humility and 
every blaspheming tongue will at 
that time confess his sins to God 
and confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord and Master that they ought 
to have served and loved. 


How terrible that will be for a 
sinner; after a thousand years in 
the torments of Hell, to receive 
a physical, resurrected body and 
to come back to face Jesus Christ 
whom you have scorned and hated 
and despised and rejected! I can 
imagine that the inmates of Hell 
will shrink in horror from that ter- 
rible ordeal. This is the only time 
that a sinner will ever get out of 
Hell and I have no doubtthat 
everyone there would prefer to re- 
main than to appear before Christ, 
have every sin you ever did or 
thought revealed and be compelled 
to confess them! 

We remember that Jesus came 
first to this earth as a Lamb of 
God, meek and lowly in heart. He 
was aman of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief. He received 
the name “Jesus for He shall save 
His people from their sins.” He 
healed but He did not smite. He 
forgave but He did not execute 
judgment. But Jesus will come the 
second time, not as Servant, but as 
Judge, not as Prophet, but as King. 


I have heard that once a wild 
runaway horse tore down the 
streets of a city. In the careening 
buggy behind him was a young 
man. He had lost the reins. He 
had no control over the frightened 
beast and sudden death seemed 
to be upon him. A lawyer rushed 
into the street, seized the bits 
of the horse, held on and on, was 
dragged down the street, but 
stopped and quieted the horse and 
saved the young man’s life. A few 
years later this young man was 
tried for murder, was found guilty 
and stood before.the judge. The 
young man recognized in the judge 
the lawyer who had saved his life. 
The judge said, “Have you any- 
thing to say for yourself before 
sentence is pronounced?” The 
young man cried out, “Judge, don’t 
you know me? You saved my life 
at the risk of your own. I appeal 
to you for mercy. Isn’t there 
sOmething you can do? Don't let 
them hang me judge!” Very sad- 
ly the judge replied, “Young man, 


~I was once your saviour and risked 
my life to save you. Now I am. 
. your judge and must execute the 


Some of you never mentioned the 
name of Gcd except with an oath 
and you can not say the name of 
Christ or God Almighty without 
the holy God, your 

reator, and taking HTS name in 
vain! Again and again I preach 
on the street and sometimes by- 
standers will not even remove their 
hats. In many a revival service I 
find that wicked sinners will not 
even bow their heads to pray and 
somtimes they smile and whisper 
when. Christians call on God. 
Pray? No, you do not pray. You 
do not know what it is to bow 
your head over a meal and humbly 
thank God who gave it. You do 
not kneel by your bed and ask for 
safekeeping during the night. You 
cannot say even a word of praise 
to God when He heals your sick 
wife or baby, when He gives you 
@& new job and pours out upon you 
a multitude of blessings. No, you 
do not pray! But some day you 
will pray, my friend, and pray in 
public! You will bow the knee 
before God, confess your sins to 
Him, confess that Christ is Lord. 
If God cannot be glorified in your 
love and surrender, then he will 
be glorified in your damnation for 
demons and sinners from Hell will 
bow the knee to Christ as surely 
as angels and saints. The dead, 
small and great, must stand before 
God and bow the knee and con- 
fess. 

“The knee” refers to the physi- 
cal body. “The tongue” refers to 
the physical body. Resurrected 
sinners in bodies, fresh from the 
graves and the sea, will stand be- 
fore God to be judged in the flesh 
for deeds-done in the flesh and 
then to be cast both soul and body 
into Hell, the lake of fire.

Does. it astonish you that God 
could raise a physical body? Is it 
harder for God to assemble the 
dust of a body, rotted a thousand 
years before, than to form the first 
man out of the dust of the earth? 
Is it hard for God to assemble a 
body whose flesh has been eaten 
by the fish of the sea or the fowls 
of the air? Not if you have an 
infinite God, a Creator. The last 
graves will be opened in every 
cemetery. A thousand years be- 
fore the saints were raised and 
their graves left empty; now the 
remaining graves will give up their 
dead as spirits come out of Hell 
to possess them and to be judged 
before God. 


"And The Books Were Opened” 


Two kinds of books are men- 
tioned here. First, the books of 
individual records and these books 
are plural. “The dead were judged 
out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to 
their works.” God speaks in all 
this passage as if it were already 
accomplished. With God there is 


no yesterday and no tomorrow. He 


knows all things in the future as 
intimately as He knows the pres-

ent. The dead are in God’s sight 
already judged, but publicly, be- 
fore the assembled universe, they 
will be judged out of these books 
which are the records of their sins. 
The other book is the book of life 
which we will mention later. 

The sins which others forget, 
God remembers. Your works are 
written down. You may be sure 
this will be a fair judgment. 
the facts will be known. The rec- 
ords are exact. There will be no 
chance for perjury. Every witness 
involved will be present. Every 
memory will be sharp and clear. 
Every prisoner before the bar will 
confess his sins. Every plea will 
be “GUILTY!” 

Notice this, my brother: you will 
make your own Hell. We are told 
that “the wages of sin is death: 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(Rom. 6:23). Every man who goes 
to Hell makes his own way, pays 
for his own ticket. He is only re- 
ceiving his proper wages and gets 
what is his due, There will be dif- 
ferent degrees of punishment in 
Hell just as there are different de- 
grees of sin. All go to Hell who 
do not accept Christ as Saviour 
and trust in Him. They go to the 
same Hell but are judged “accord- 
ing to their works.” Some people 
will suffer more than others in 
Hell, depending on the opportuni- 
ties they rejected and the sins they 
have committed, for Jesus said, “It 
shall be more tolerable for Tyre 
and Sidon at the day of judgment, 
than for you” (Matt. 11:22), more 
bearable for some than others. 

Every man who goes to Hell, I 
say, pays his own way, for the 
wages of sin is death. But every 
man who goes to Heaven rides on 
a free pass furnished by Jesus 
Christ, for “the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” In fact, all of us de- 
serve to go to Hell for all of us 
have sinned. Those who trust 
Christ escape their wages and get 
instead the gift of God, eternal life. 

A tender child who comes to 
know himself a sinner, rejects 
Christ and dies unsaved, will go to 
Hell. But how much heavier will be

to protect and provide for and 
cherish. She does not know and 
perhaps few others know that he 
has broken his marriage vow 
which he made before God and the 
woman who trusted him and the 
public. Loving wives are some- 
times blind, but my brother, God 
is not blind! That sin is put down 
in His record book and one day 
will be read to the world and you 
must confess it to Him. Your sins 
will find you out! Your skeletons 
will come out of the closets! Your 
chickens will come home to roost! 
That which is whispered in secret 
will be shouted from the house- 
top! 

Oh, the torment of hid¢en sins! 
What trembling, what aaxiety, 
what forebodings of evil. what tor- 
ment of soul we have when we 
hide our sins and yet we fear they 
will be discovered! A woman wrote 
me from a distant state to tell me 
she was in torment of conscience 
over a sin committed when she was 
a young woman. Later she had 
married, had a beautiful child and 
her husband adored and trusted 
her. Through the years she had 
felt unworthy and wrote to ask me 
what she could not ask her pas- 
tor: should she confess to her hus- 
band the sin of her young woman- 
hood? In her case she had already 
confessed to God and her sin was 
under the blood. She had been true 
to her husband since she married 
him and I wrote that she was 
under no obligation to confess it 
to anybody. It was buried in the 
sea of God’s forgetfulness and for- 
given, since she had confessed it 
to Him with penitent heart. But 
how many thousands there are who 
have covered’sins! Remember that 
the Bible says, “He that covereth 
his sins shall not prosper; but who- 
so confesseth and forsaketh them 
shall have mercy” (Prov. 28:13). 
The horrible thing about the last 


judgment will be that sins will all 


be uncovered and secret things will 
be brought to light. 

While I was in a revival in an 
Oklahoma town some years ago a 
wife discovered in her husband’s 
pocket a letter which proved he 
had been untrue to her, had com- 
mitted adultery with another 
woman. Her heart was broken 
with grief and shame. Eventual- 
ly she told her husband what she 
had found and with a horror of 
of shame, he admitted his guilt. 
Then he said, “If you will forgive 
me, let us both get right with God, 
trust Him for salvation and then 
live true to each other and God.” 
She agreed and they both were 
happily converted and she told my 
wife the story. That sin was un- 
covered and forgiven, but what 
about the sins hidden through all 
these years. unforgiven, uncon- 
fessed, unlamented? What about 
the sins that are kept secret now 
but revealed on the judgment day? 


I remember years ago in a north 
Texas town a grocerman of high 
standing in his community. He 
was an active church member and 
had the respect and affection of 
a wide circle of friends. To the 
horror of his family and friends, 
he was arrested, tried and proven 
guilty of a long series of thefts, 
seemingly deliberate, through the 


| years and was sentenced for a 


term of years in the penitentiary. 
I will never forget how shocked 
I was and how shocked were his 
friends. Oh, the grief and shame 
when hidden sins come to light! 
And come to light they will when 
God’s record books are opened. 
Some person who reads this has 
stolen some money. You took it 
when no one knew it. Perhaps you 
have not been suspected at all. You 
are looked upon as a soul of honor 
and yet you are a thief! God 
knows it and one day it will come 
out. You took property that did 
not belong to you. Well, you had 


|as well make up your mind that 


one day if you go on without 
Christ and without having your 
sins forgiven, your sins will be 
uncovered to the whole world when 
God opens His record books! 


There are many murderers 
abroad in the land. Many have 
never been published and far too 
many have never even been tried. 
Some, God knows, have never been 
suspected. Yet you dealt the poison 
or used the knife or pulled the 
trigger that sent some soul out 
to meet God. Or you drove the 
car that caused death. Do you 
think you have gotten by? Never 
mind, the eyes that see all things 
has witnessed it! The book that 
cannot lie holds the record of it 
and when you are dragged before 
the mighty Judge of all the earth, 
your record will be there. 


Many women seem so modest, 
so virtuous, so kind: they are nev- 
er suspected of murder. They pass 
for upright and moral mothers and 
wives and only God knows, per- 
haps, that they are the murderers 
of their unborn children! Little in- 
nocents that never knew the light 
of day, little ones that died before 
they were born and yet who had 
a soul given of God; little ones that 
ought to have been received with 
love and care—these will witness 
at the great white throne judg- 
ment against the red-handed mur- 
deresses, their mothers. 


Oh God! What a reaping for our 
sowing! Yes, your sin will find 
you out. Every skeleton will come 
out of the closet at the judgment 
of the unsaved dead. 

And how happy are those who 
have turned all their sins over to 
Jesus and gotten forgiveness and 
sweet peace! How happy are those 
whose sins are all paid for on the 
cross and to whom is ascribed and 
imputed the righteousness of Je- 
sus instead of our own sinful 
record! 


A Judgment of Uncommitted Sin 
— That Is, Sin of The Heart 


No human court can ever give 
exact justice. The trial may prove 
that a certain man pulled the trig- 
ger and that his bullet killed an- 
other man. But the evidence can- 
not show perfectly what was in his 
heart. Only God knows the heart. 
And so God puts down the cor- 
rect record. 


You never committed murder, 
you say? As men see it, no, but 
in God’s sight doubtless you have. 
For were you not just as angry 
sometimes as the man who would 
kill another? Have you had hate 
or forgiveness or grudges in your 
heart, then those lead to murder 
and in God’s sight, constitute the 
act of murder for in First John 3: 
15 we are told, “Whosoever hateth 
his brother IS a murderer.”’ God’s 
record book shows the murder 
that took place in your heart. It 
shows not only the adultery that 
was physical.and outward, but the 
adultery that took place in every 
lustful heart where none else could 
see. “Ye have heard that it was 
said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not commit adultery: But I 
say unto you, That whosoever look- 
eth on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed’ adultery with her 
already in his heart” (Matt. 5:27, 
28).

Many of us are like the 
Pharisees, outwardly whited 
sepulchers but inwardly we are full 
of dead men’s bones and all un- 
cleanness. Many of us have sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly we are rav- 
ening wolves. If one reads this 
who depends on your morality, 
then I remind you that the Phari- 
sees who crucified Jesus were 
moral too, but oh, the wickedness 
of their hearts! And after you 
have been in Hell for over a thou- 
sand years and are dragged out to 
face Jesus Christ on His throne 
and bow the knee to Him, then the 
true record of your heart will be 
opened!
